serted the fleet for seats in Pullman 
parlor cars, The whole trouble arose 
I through the bungling of the St, Louts 
I Bushi* ss Mi n’s league in arranging 
j th** schedule trip. 
They took 
the 
j maximum speed of the fastest boat in 
J the Taft fleet ami the maximum of the' 
slowish added them together, divid-i 
| ed by two and accepted the result j 
j as an average speed for their run-! 
1 nln.g schedule, 
ft never occurred to J 
them that this average was greater ( 
| than some of th* old s e r a wheelers 
J could do. 
The President tried run­ 
ning with the fleet and Anally decided 
I to strike out on his own hook, letting 
the governors, congressmen and wa 
terway rooters make the bi st of their 
w*ay to New Orleans, 
The governors, congressmen and a 
boat load or two of the di*ep water­ 
way rooters were dumped out on the 
Greenville levee about I o'clock in 
the afternoon and there was a fifteen 
minute trolley ride 
into the 
town. 
Congressmen pre re hanging by straps, 
while many a rear platform was load­ 
ed with governors. 
Greenville won’t ever get over the 
excitement. 
She was not expecting 
the distinguished visitors and she al­ 
most tumbled over herself to get a 
good look. 
The special 
train 
was 
waiting and the entire crowd of con­ 
gressmen and governors were landed 
in this city at 3 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. 
The president arrived here at 
IO 
o’clock at night on the lighthouse ten­ 
der Oleander. 
The congressmen and 
governors had carried but the early 
part of the program here and 
the 
president got in in time to attend a 
dinner and deliver a brief address. 
The Pm sfdent left again at mid­ 
night on his boat and at that time the 
congressmen 
and 
governors 
were 
standing on the levee straining their 
eyes to catch a glimpse of the lights 
on their boats up the river. 
Most of 
the congressmen and governors al­ 
lowed that they would try the water 
again, but they were several shades 
less en hnsiastie over the Mississippi 
as a deep waterway than they were 
before the junket started.
